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REPORT. 


We  herein  present  our  First  Semi-annual  Report  to  the 
public,  deeming  it  due  to  ourselves,  as  well  as  to  those  who 
have  so  kindly  assisted  us  by  subscriptions  and  donations. 

Earnestly  desiring  to  render  aid  to  the  suffering  inmates  of 
our  Military  Hospitals,  and  realizing  that  combined  would  ac¬ 
complish  more  than  individual  effort,  we  organized  ourselves 
into  an  Association,  5th  mo.  7th,  1862,  which  now  numbers 
upwards  of  two  hundred  members. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Institute,  Broad  and  Spring 
Garden  Streets,  has  generously  granted  us  the  use  of  rooms 
where  our  business  is  regularly  transacted. 

We  have  Committees  appointed'  to  visit  our  City  Hospitals, 
who  report  weekly,  and  without  preference,  we  have  endeavored 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  most  needy  as  far  as  practicable. 

We  have  received  many  touching  appeals  directly  from  the 
battle-field,  and  have  been  able  to  respond  to  all  of  them, 
when  assured  that  they  came  from  reliable  sources.  In  some 
instances  our  own  members  have  superintended  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  our  stores,  and  heartfelt  thanks  have  been  received 
through  letters  of  acknowledgments.  In  the  language  of  one 
of  our  correspondents,  “  The  soldiers  bless  the  followers  of 
Penn,”  and  say,  “  They  do  not  know  what  they  would  do  if 
it  were  not  for  the  ladies,  as  they  would  ofttimes  suffer  be¬ 
yond  measure,  not  only  for  food  but  for  clothing.” 

Gratefully  acknowledging  the  generosity  of  our  own  citizens, 
and  appreciating  the  exertions  of  the  Finance  Committee  in 
our  behalf,  we  invite  co-workers  in  the  various  sections  of 
country  to  form  auxiliary  societies,  as  their  timely  aid,  when 
our  stores  have  been  nearly  exhausted,  and  we  have  been  ready 
to  despond,  has  renewed  our  strength,  proving  that  “  The 
barrel  of  meal  has  not  wasted,  nor  the  cruse  of  oil  failed.” 

The  demands  upon  us  steadily  increase,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so,  while  battles  are  impending,  and  our  loyal 
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countrymen  are  suffering.  .  To  meet  these,  it  is  necessary  that 
our  treasury  be  speedily  replenished,  and  to  this  end  we  solicit 
the  continued  efforts  of  all  our  friends.
